arts. That is for London, mind you, and 
does not refer to the demands of English 
ci mmerce, but only to what you might call 
the banking or speculative interests. 

“Nobody is foolish enough to suppose that 
any attempt is to be made to pay the in- 
terest and principal in gold, for that man- 
ifestly would be impossible. The settle- 
ments are to be made in the products of the 
country, and the producers are the people 
who must bear the burden. Everything 
being comparatively plentiful and money 
be'ng d@sidedly scarce, everything must go 
down or money must go up. Why? Because 
the purchasing power of money is en- 
hanced. It is king. The holders of it dic- 
tate their own terms when exchanging it 
for goods. In this connection it is well to 
recollect the established economic proposi- 
tion that when the price of farm products 
falls wages must fall. 

“IT am satisfied that if this financial sys- 
tem continues we will witness in our own 
time the greatest despotism of wealth that 
the world has ever known. It is impossible 
for the people of the north to comprehend 
the impoverished condition of the laborers 
of the south at this day. Never in my 
time has labor been so cheap, and never in 
my recollection has the farmer been in 
such wretched straits. We have no money 
dcwn our way. We have everything else 
that the labor of the hand and brain can 
produce. If we had a currency that simply 
acted as a medium of exchange, we would 
be on the highway to prosperity. But, hav- 
ing a contracted currency, living under a 
gold standard that does not furnish us a 
medium of exchange, but furnishes us mon- 
ey that is so valuable that the price of our 
products must decline below the cost of 
production. In other words, the dollar is 
so scarce and bales of cotton are so plen- 
tiful that to get the dollar we must sacri- 
fice the cotton. I speak advisedly when I 
say that the southern cotton crop this year 
sold for less than the cost of production.”

Frankfort, Ky., August 18.—Returns from 
four primaries held in as many counties 
show that Blackburn secured three out of 
four. In Bourbon county John T, Hinton 
won, the sound money men being afraid to 
put up a man against Blackburn. In Muh- 
lenburg, J. M. Oats, a free silver Blackburn 
supporter, was nominated and in Scott, 
Hannon won without a contest. The only 
sound money man of the four nominated 
was O. H. Pollard, of Lee county. This 
gives Blackburn 47 votes on joint caucus.

BOWLER’S DECISION. 


The Comptroller Will Begin on It 
This Week. 

Washington, August 18.—Comptroller Bow- 
ler has not begun the publication of his 
decision of the sugar bounty claims of Ne: 
braska and Louisiana producers and other 
interested parties who have filed their briefs 
in the case. He expects to begin work this 
week, and will complete it by September 


1st, when he will leave the city for the re- 


mainder of his vacation. While of course 
there have been no indications of what his 
opinion will be, the general belief is that he 
will refuse to pass the $5,238,000 sugar boun- 
ty claim, and thus leave the claimants to 
the United States court of claims for re- 
dress. 

Comptroller Bowler’s action in the mat- 
ter, as he avows, was due largely to the 
opinion of Chief Justice Shepard, of the 
District of Columbia court of appeals, in 
the mandamus proceedings against the 
commissioner of internal revenue and the 
secretary of the treasury, holding that a 
bounty to the sugar producers was an un- 
constitutional act of congress. 

A private letter has been received in this 
city from Hon. Thomas Cooley, of Michi- 
gan, formerly chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission, and a recognized 
authority on constitutional law, in which 
he highly commends the opinion of Chief 
Justice Shepard, declaring that the opinion 
is “clear, logical and conclusive’’ on the 
subject treated—the constitutional power of 
congress to pay bounties.

A Big Crowd Saw Mr. and Mrs. Corbett 
Off at Jersey City. 

New York, August 18.—Pugilist James J. 
Corbett and his bride, “‘Vera’’ Stenwood, 
had arough time in taking their train for 
Niagara Falls at the Erie station in Jer- 
sey City on Thursday evening. A crowd 
of several hundred waited at the depot for 
their arrival, and a number of enthusiastic 
men and boys rode with them on the ferry 
boat from Chambers street slip. 

The crowd cheered when Corbett 
and his bride @ppeared at the station en- 
trance. The effort of the spectators to get 
near enough for a sight of the couple made 
such a pressure that Corbett, although as- 
sisted by a policeman, was unable to pro- 
ceed and returned to his carriage until 
two policemen reinforced the policeman at 
the station. The policemen with drawn 
clubs cleared a passage through which Mr. 
and Mrs. Corbett with some difficulty 
reached their train. 

Manv of the spectators acted in an un- 
friendly way. One man, to whom Corbett 
waved his hand and appeared to recognize, 
“Goodby, Jim, you old stuff. You are go- 
ing to fight your last battle when Fitzsim- 
mons gets at you.” 

Corbett at this pulled down the curtain of 
his car window. The window was open and 
the curtain was repeatedly raised from the 
outside. When.the train started there were 
both cheers and hisses.

HANGED TO A POLE, 


Lynching of Sam Lewis, a White Man, 
at Jano, Fla., 


FOR THE MURDER OF TWO MEN 


A Colored Veputy Fires Upor the 
Mob as They Enter the Jail. 


THE JAILER KILLED BY THE RETURN FIRE 


Lewis Murdered Highsmith and His 
Nephew Because They Refused To Get 
Dowa on Their Knees and Apologize. 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 18.—A special 
to The Times-Union from Jupiter, Fla., 
says that Sam Lewis was taken from the 
jail at Juno by a mob at 3 o'clock this 
morning, hanged to a telegraph pole in 
front of the courthouse and then riddled 
with bullets. The mob approached the 
jail with sledge hammers and began to 
batter the door. Seeing they would get 
in anyhow, Jailer Keyser threw the lynch- 
ers the keys 

As the lynchers entered, a colored dep- 
uty sheriff, Perkins, who was in the jail. 
fired at them. ‘The lynchers fired a volley 
in return, killing Jailer Keyser. They 
then dragged Lewis from his cell, clad 
only in an undershirt, and lynched him 
as stated above. The nude body of the 
victim hung until late this morning, when 
it was cut down. 

The lynchers came to Juno, which is on 
Lake Worth, in boats from Biscayne Bay, 
the scene of Lewis's crimes. Some weeks 
ago Lewis, in cold blood, shot down ex- 
Tax Collector John Highsmith and his 
nephew, John Davis, because they refused 
to kneel and apologize for a fancied in- 
sult. The murderer fled to Nassau, N. P., 
but the English authorities got after him 
and, ten days ago, he fled back to Florida. 
About a week ago he was captured after 
a fight, in which he killed Ret McGregor, 
one of the posse, and was himself badly 
wounded. 

Lewis was a native of Vermont, but 
came to Florida‘from the west. He hoast- 
ed that he had killed two men in Montana 
and three in Texas, So, including Jailer 
Keyser, Lewis was responsible for the 
death of nine men. It is said that Lewis 
was the first white man ever lynched in 
Florida. The lynching is generally ap- 
proved. 


A MEXICAN BOY EXECUTED 


For Placing Rocks on the Rails of a 
Road, 


St. Louis, August 18.—A special from the 
City of Mexico says that a boy named Gar- 
cia, who placed stones on the track of the 
Hidalgo railroad, the second time caught 
wrecking a train, was executed today at 
Pachuca, under the new law suspending 
corstitutional guarantees in the case of 
persons obstructing the public mails or rail- 
way trains., 

Garcia’s father has committed suicide by 
throwing himself in front of a train, being 
frantic over the fate of his son. 

The new law is being universally enforced 
and the penalty is about to be inflicted in 
the case of Jaliscom for obstruc 
track of a railway.

FIGHT IN A COURTROOM. 


Four Men Wounded—Cause of the 
Trouble. 

Jacksonville, Fla,, August 18.—A special 
to The Times-Union from Newberry, Fla., 
Says that a shooting affray occurred in 
the courtroom of a justice of the peace at 
that place yesterday, in which four men 
were wounded—two fatally. The wounded 
are Wiley T, Ailey, shot in the mouth and 
back, will die; Jerry Harold, shot in the 
left lung, will probably die. 

A man by the name of Williamson was 
shot in the right arm and James Bailey 
was shot in the hand. The trouble was 
caused by a lawsuit brought by the Baileys 
against the Harolds. Each faction attend- 
ed court heavily armed and when the 
Baileys won the suit the shooting began. 
The justice of the peace tried to stop the 
battle by shouting to the combatants that 
they were in contempt.

Princeton, Ill., August 18.—The services of 
Edward Fisher, a police justice, have been 
secured and the trial of the twenty-eight 
Spring Valley men charged with assault- 
ing the colored population of Spring Val- 
ley will be commenced tomorrow morning.

HOLMES’S “CASTLE” BURNED. 


The Old Building Eaten by the Flames 
This Morning. 

Chicago, August 19.—-The big flat 
building at the corner of Sixty-third and 
Wallace streets, Englewood, in which is 
located the historic Holmes castle, was de- 
stroyed by fire early this morning. The 
fire was discovered shortly after midnight 
and ‘421” was sent in. The Englewood 
Fire Company was on the scene in a short 
time, but owing to the flimsy construction 


of the building the flames gained headway 


rapidly, and were soon beyond conirv! of 
the department at work. Engines were 
sent from Morgan park, the Fiftieth street 
Station, the Sixty-third street house and 
one or two other departments, but as the 
distance from the fire was considerable the 
flames had gained such headway that 
they were uncontrollable by the time they 
arrived and the building was destroyed. 
Firemen who were early on the scene 
unhesitatingly declaré. that the fire was of 
incer.diary origin, and it i# generally sup- 
posed the intention was to destroy it and 
any evidence it might contain relative to 
the Holmes case. The fire started in the rear 
of the structure, on the first floor, in the 
southwest corner of’ the building. and the 
first known of it was when Thomas Rog- 
ers, the watchman at the railroad crossing, 
heard a muffied explosion. A moment later 
smoke was seen issuing from the north 
windows of the building. A emall crowd 
gathered, but were frightened away by a 
series of three explosions similar to the 
first. Then in an instant the whole build- 
ing was wrapped in a solid sheet of flame, 
and the work of destruction was well under 
way before the fire engines that had been 
summoned could get to work. Fire Mar- 
shal Kenyon gave a second alarm as soon 
as he reached the scene, but both the upper 
ficors of the building were burned away 
and the building was practtcally wrecked 
before the fire was got under control. 
Marshal Kenyon declares there is ample 
evidence of incendiarism, as do the mem- 
bers of the first company that reached the 
scene. It is said the explosions were caus- 
ed by kerosene oil. 
The fire started in rooms behind a con- 
fectionery store that changed hands a few 
days ago. Davis’s drug store, on the cor- 
ner, ts a complete wreck, as is also the 
confectionery store. The fullest possible 
investigation will be made by the fire and 
police departments. There was no one 
asleep in the building at the time the fire 
broke out and. there are no tenants save 
the small shops and stores on the ground 
floor. The fire caused great excitement in 
the neighborhood and hundreds of people 
were attracted by the blaze,: notwithstand- 
ing the early hour. The loss will not ex- 
ceed $15,000. The damage to the etocks of 
the tenants will about to about $10,000. 


FOREST FIRES RAGING. . 


Mining Camps in British Columbia 
Nearly Destroyed. 

Spokane, Wash., August 18.—Three Forks, 
a little mining camp in Spokane county, 
in British Columbia, was entirely wiped 
out by the fierce forest fires, which con- 
tinue to rage with unabated energy 
throughout the country north and east of 
here. The inhabitants left everything and 
fied for their lives. Several families have 
arrived at Kassalo and Slocan more dead 
than alive. 

Rosslahd, B. C., was surrounded by the 
forest fires and for two days it was threat- 
ened with destruction. But for the heroic 
efforts of the citizens the hustling mining 
camp would have gone. The flames are 
now past and traveling east on their work 
of destruction, eating up the grand 
furest, 
hundreds of prospectors ard miners who 
are in the path cf the fire. Reports of the 
luss of life come into Rossland and other 
mining camps, but no verification of the 
reports can be made. It wowvld be remarka- 
ble, however, if some ioss of life is not 
occasioned by the fires which are now 
raging. 

Nothing has been heard from the little 
town of Saltez, in the Coeur D’Alene coun- 
try, which was threatened with destruc- 
tion yesterday. It is off from any line 
of railroad and the burning forests cut off 
any communication with it.

CROWDED THE BOAT. 


Seven of a Pleasure Party Drowned a 
Ocean City 


BY THE CAPSIZING OF A SAIL BOAT 


The Passengers Shifted When the 
Boat Dipped 


OVERTURNED 


AND THE GRAFT 


Bfforts of the Men to Save the Women and 
Childrea—The Water Only Six 
Feetin Depth. 


Ocean City, Md., August 18.—Seven lives 
paid the penalty of the overcrowding of a 
small boat and the unreasonable fright of 
the women abaord, who, by springing to 
one side when the little craft shipped some 
water, overturned it and threw its occu- 
pants into the water. The boat contained 
ten people and of these ten only three were 
rescued when the boat capsized. The 
dead are: 

WILLIAM STORRS, 
years, a sign painter. 

His wife, MRS. LAURA STORRS, aged 
thirty-eight. 

Their two daughters, 
EVA, aged fourteen and 
tively. 

LULA 
sixteen and eighteen years, 
or Bishopville, Del. 

MISS MYRTLE STEVENS, aged four- 
teen years, of Shelbyville, Del. 

The Storrs family were residents of Phil- 
adelphia and lived at 4899 Lancaster avenue. 
The bodies of Storrs, his wife and two 
daughters and Miss Stevens have been re- 
covered, but those of the Hall girls are 
still in the water. 

Mrs. Storrs was a native of this place 
and since her marriage she and her hus- 
band and children have spent their vaca- 
tion here every summer. Yesterday Mr. 
Storrs made up a sailing party and as the 
day was fine a pleasant time was antici- 
pated. The boat of William Hudson was 
engaged for the party. Hudson’s boat was 
a small one and when nine people came 
trooping gaily down to the wharf to em- 
bark he protested against so many going in 
her.

Capsizing of the Boat. 

The party crowded into the boat and the 
start was made for Hammocks point. The 
point was safely reached and Hudson tack- 
ed toward the inlet. The shifting from one 
side to the other of the passengers caused 
the boat to ship a few bucketsful of wa- 
ter. The keeling of the boat frightened the 
women of the party and some of them 
Sprang to their feet. The sudden move- 
ment of the terrified women threw the boat 
over and it capsized and the entire party 
weaas tarown intw the water. 

The boat for some reason sank, carrying 
down with it its skipper, Hudson. Hudson, 
with the strength of despair, succeeded in 
drawing the mast from the boat and it 
immediately rose to the surface again. 
In the meanwhile Mr. Storrs had been 
supporting, as well as he was able, the 
struggling women. The water where the 
accident occurred was only six feet deep 
and the shore was but a short distance off 
and it seemed possible that the entire par- 
ty might reach it in safety. When the 
boat rose to the top of the water Mr. 
Storrs and Hudson succeeded in drawing 
the women of the party to it and getting 
them to grasp the rail. 

Tried To Save Her Husband. 

The terrible exertion he had undergone, 
however, had exhausted Mr. _ Storrs’s 
strength and as he reached out his hands 
to take hold of the boat he sank beneath 
The disappearance of her hus- 
band unnerved Mrs. Storrs and she released 
her hold of the boat and threw herself to- 
ward the spot where he had gone down, 
as if to try and save him. She, too, sank 
and her children, horrified by the drown- 
ing of both parents, became hysterical and 
losing their strength let go the beat and 
sank. 

The two Hall girls became exhausted and 
drowned together. In the meantime the 
terrified shrieks of the party had brought 
assistance from shore and just as the res- 
cuers were within a few oar-strokes of 
the capsized boat Myrtle Stevens slipped 
from it and went under. Hudson, William 
Hall, brother of the Hall girls, and Mies 
Ida May Hudson, who still clung to the 
boat, were rescued in an exhausted condi- 
tion. 

Eaten by Crabs. 

The bodies of the drowned were immedi- 
ately grappled for and all were recovered 
but the Hall girls. The bodies were in a 
horrible state when drawn to the surface. 
The crabs had eaten them and the flesh 
was torn from the face, the eyes gouged 
out and the fingers chewed off to the 
knuckles. Unavailing efforts were made to- 
day to find the Hall girls and the search 
for them will be resumed tomorrow. 


THREE DROWNINGS 


In the Neighborhood of Washington 
Yesterday. 

Washington, August 18.—The district cor- 
oner had a busy day with drowning cases, 
three accidents being reported this after- 
noon. Arthur Morris, eighteen years old, 
got beyond his depth at the bathing beach 
and was drowned in the sight of hundreds. 
His body was recovered. Rob 8. Pridd;, a 
clerk in the pension office, suffered a simi- 
lar fate. His body was recovered and 
turned over to Colonel Crook, disbursing 
agent at the white house, who conducted 
the remains to the young man’s home on 
H street, northwest. George ©. brown, 
the third victim, fell from a canal boat on 
the Georgetown and Alexan ria cvwnal. He 
was forty-five years vid. ‘lis poay was 
recovered.

BXPLOSION IN A HOTEL 


Boiler in the Basement Blows Up. 
Many Lives Lost. 


Denver, Colo, August 19,—Shortly after 
midnight this morning the boiler in the 
basement of the Hotel Gumery, on Law- 
rence street, between Seventeenth and 
Eighteen, exploded with terrific force, 
wrecking the building, which immediately 
caught on fire. 

A general alarm was turned in and the 
firemen quickly responded and began’ the 
rescue of the guests. 

At this hour—2:15 o’clock a. m.—there 
have been no bodies recovered, but a num- 
ber are reported missing, and it is supposed 
that a dozen at least are killed. 

The force of the explosion was so great 
that it shattered immense plate glass show 
windows almost two blocks away. 

The fire is now under control, but the 
building, which is a large five-story 
structure, is so filled with smoke that the 
firemen are unable to get inside and ascer- 
tain definitely the loss, of life. 

The rear portion of the building, a five- 
story brick, fell shortly after the explosion. 
The front wall is expected to go down at 
any instant, and this keeps the firemen 
from prosecuting the search for the miss- 
ing from that part of the structure. 

The hotel, while not a large one, Was well 
filled with guests. The help of the hotel, 
which sleeps on the top story of the rear 
portion, are thought to be missing. Win- 
dow glass in all buildings near the hotel 
was smashed to atoms and in many cases 
the buildings were badly shaken. 

At 2:45 o’clock a. m., five persons had 
been taken out. They were guests and 
were on the floor next to the top. They 
were not seriously injured, as the floors 
sank and were apparently not wrecked 
by the force of the explosion. All the fire 
department and police were at once sum- 
moned to the scene and calls for reserves 
and ambulances followed in a short time. 
Two women were taken out at 1 o’clock. 
They were seriously injured, and it is fear- 
ed that several bones have been broken. 

The bodies of several more can be seen 
among the debris at the rear end of the 
building. 

The rescuers are making all efforts pos- 
sible to reach them, but progress is re- 
tarded by the mass of iron and wood, in- 
tertwined with which are electric light 
wires which add greatly to the danger. 

The chief of police is on the scene and 
directing the work of rescue, meanwhile 
watching the front wall, which is expected 
to crumble. 

All manner of wild rumors as to the 
less of life are afloat, but the logs of life 
capnot he ascertained tonight. It will 
probably be some tirae tomcrrow before 
the ruins, which caught fire immediately 


after the explosion, can be thoroughly 
searched. 


GOMEZ REPORTED AS DEAD. 


It Is Said the Insurgent Leader Died 
of Consumption. 

New York, August 18.—A special from 
Tampa, Fla., says that La Luchi, from 
Cuba, tonight unofficially announces the 
death of the insurgent chief, General Maceo 
Gomez, by consumption, on July 3ist. 
Colonel Fernande Figurdo, a noted Cuban 
leader, denies that Gomez ever had con- 
sumption. He thinks the report is with- 
out foundation. Passengers arriving re- 
Port that the autonomist party held 
a meeting tonight. The meeting was call- 
ed by Marcos Garcia immediately after his 
interview with Campos last week. The pur- 
pose is to demand of Spain autonomy for 
Cuba; which, if not granted, will result 
in the total dissolution of the autonomist 
party. 


DEFEATED A PRINCE. 


Socialists Elect a Prisoner to the 
Chamber. 

Rome, August 18.—Guiseppe de Felice- 
Guionroda, e well-known socialist, will 
be sefitenced to imprisonment for his con- 
nection with the socialist disturbance in 
Sicily. He was today elected a member of 
the chamber of deputies at an election held 
in the fourth district of Rome, defeating 
Prince Odescalchi. Though the election is 
null, owing to the successful candidate be- 
ing in prison, it indicates the feeling that 
is entertained by many electors in favor 
of granting amnesty to him. Signor de 
Fielice-Guionroda represented ‘the second 
district of Catana in the last chamber of 
deputies. 


KEEPING UP THE STRIFE, 


Frenchmen Publish Articles About 
Cruel Treatment by Germans. 
Paris, August 18.—The Figaro publishes 
a three<olumn article signed by “A Vet- 
eran of 1870," narrating acts of cruelty, 
tillage and incendiarism committed by 
Prussian troops in France. The paper 
prints the text of one of the circulars is- 
sued by Count de Changdordick, protest- 
ing energetically against the excesses com- 
mitted in France by the German army, and 
gives extracts from the war correspond- 
ence of the press detailing and confirming 
these excesses. The article concludes with 

these words: 

“In the presence of the German glorifi- 
cations, let France remember; let Europe 
reflect.” 


FURTHER TROUBLE FEARED. 


China Not Doing Anything To Help 
the Massacre Inquiry. 

London, August 18.—The Times publishes 
a dispatch from Shanghai saying the work 
of the commission appointed to inquire 
into the massacre of Christians at Ku- 
cheng is Ikely to prove futile. The Chi- 
nese government is trifling with the ques- 
tion and there are likely to be further 
troubles. The dispatch adds that if the 
western wers demand that the officials 
concern in the massacre be publicly de- 
prived of their posts and the cause of 
their dismissal be specified, China will not 
refuse the demand, and the success of the 
measure will be certain.

TAPPING THE STONE 


Of the Foundation to the Monument to 
Emperor William L 


IMPOSING CEREMONIES YESTERDAY 


Crowds of Veterans from All Parts 
of the Empire. 


AN ADDRESS HANDED THE EMPEROR 


W ar Celebrations Increase in Enthusiasm , 
as They Proceed—King o! Saxony In- 
vited To Attend the Berlin Festival.

Berlin, August 18.—The foundation stone 
for the monument to Emperor William I was 
laid today by his grandson, Emperor Wil- 
liam III, with the most imposing ceremo- 
nies. The former Schloss Freihete, where 
the monument ig to be erected, was con- 
verted into a closed arena for the occu- 
pancy of the many guests who had been 
invited to attend the ceremony. Huge gal- 
leries for privileyred spectators flanked the 
north and south sides of the arena, while 
on the west side, which borders the river 
Spree, a high wooden board had been 
erected, draped with the German colers. 
Four pillars, surmounted by mighty golden 
eagles, divided this draped wall into three 
spaces. Before the center space there was 
erected a spacious tent for the use of the 
emperor. This tent was decorated with 
crimson velvet. From the imperial tent 
a broad stairway descended to the spot 
where the stand was placed in a semi-circle 
of Venetian masts ajl trimmed with bunt- 
ing and banners and connected with fee 
toons of live oak. The whole of the east 
plaza was surrounded by, soldiers, who kept 
the great crowd back from that part for 
the use of the emperor and his guests. 

The weather was splendid. At an early 
hours the streets were alive with throngs 
of citizens and with troops marching to the 
place of the festival. All the infantry and 
cavalry regiments had their standards dec- 
erated with oak wreaths and the guns of 
the artillery were also appropriately decor- 
ated. 

A vast crowd surged along Unter Den 
Linden, all anxious to. secure points of 
vantage from which they could view the 
ceremony. Thousands o/ people from other. 
cities were in Berlin, and veterans from 
all parts of the empire and from other 
countries, hotably Amurica, could be ob- 
served. Strings of car‘iages passed al 
the streets, of course wearing glitte 7 
Gecorations, while the «ccupants were at- 
tired in brilliant toilets. Count Herbert 
Bismarck was much observed, and was 
ponsttly greeted by those who recogiiged 

m. 

At half-past 7 o’clock the royal person? 
ages assembied in the pavilion of the em- 
peror. There were also present the mem» 
bers of the bundesrath and the refe 
who had been invited to tap the stone. All 
had to await for a considerable time the 
coming of the emperor. 

Tapping the Stone. 

As his majesty emerged from the third 
gate of the palace he was greeted with a 
flourish of trumpets. As he came out and 
stood by the stone Chancellor von Hohen- 
lohe tendered to him an address, which his 
majesty read. After he had read a'little - 
time the bells in the churches in the vi- 
vinity struck the hour of 9 o’clock, and this 
drowned part of the talk. The address 
read: 

“In the name of the sovereigns of the 
empire we lay the foundation stone of me- 
monrial to Emperor William the Great, 
which was voted unanimously by the 
reichstag. He to whom it was reserved 
to fight for the libe@&\ on of Germany from 
foreign oppression, ¢@ to the German 
tribes their long yearned for unity and a 
powerful position in the states of the 
world. He gave f° Germany not only her 
army and navy, but her trade, commeérce, 
arts and sciences also. To his elightened 
initiative Germany owes the first step to- 
ward the practical furtherance of the 
working classes. May this monument ever 
look down on a happy and contented nation, 
if such be God’s will.” 

Count Serchenfelt, the Bavarian ‘minister 
at Berlin, then handed a trowe) to the 
emperor, gaying: “‘Twenty-five yea a a 
foreign foe threatened King Willidfh. Tate 
prince of peace led Germany’s sdhs from 
victory to victory. What Germa thanks 
the great kaiser for is engraved on all 
German hearts. May Germany’s gofs 
stand together for the emperor and the 
empire.”’ 

His majesty then threw some mortar in 
the bed of the stone, and was follo ved by 
‘Baron Bualivon Berenberg, president of tre 
reichstag, who made an address. In the 
course of his remarks, he suid: . 

“The monument wil be an éverlasting 
landmark, that, wherever German hearts 
beat or the German tongues are spoken, 
gratitude to Emperor William II will never 
vanish. May God's’ blessing be on our 
majesiy’s hopefully commenced rule.” 

He then handed a hammer to Emperor 
William, who said amid the thunder of 
cannon as the stone was lowered in its 


e: 

“To encourage the living: to the menory 
of the fallen, and as an exampie io coming 
ages, I dedicate this menumen: to te 
memory of Emperor William the Great.’’ 

As he spoke the words, he tapped the 
stone with the hammer, after which : w«« 
also tapped by the crown prince, the grard 
duke of Baden, the president of the bundes- 
rath, the president of the reichstag a,d 
others. The court chaplain then said the 
benediction, after which Chancellur ten 
Hohenlohe called for three cheers for the 
emperor. These were given heartily ty all 
present, and were taken tp ani repoaicd - 
by the crowds that were watching ‘1¢€ 
proceedings from the roofs of ncark) 
houses. The troops then marched past the * 
emperor, after which jhi« Majesty wa'ked 
into the castle. In the evening the emperor 
attended a banquet given by thc jst 
Regiment of Footguards, after which he 
started to join the empress at Wilhelmshoe.

The Chamber of. Commerce of Kiel has 
had under discussion the tariff of the North 
gea and Baltic canal, which was recently 
opened to the commerce of the world. The 
chamber voted against a proposed division 
of 2% per cent of the tariff as being likely 
to diminish the traffic that would otherwise 
pass through the canal, and proposed an 
address to the imperial home office to this 
effect. The president of the chamber con- 
tended that the tariff was already too high 
and it was desirable to reduce the rates 
rather than to increase them. 

But He Gave the Information. 

The representative of the United Press 
has had an interview with the American 
consul general here. In the course of the 
interview Mr. Dekay bantered the American 
mewspaper men in Europe for missing the 
wedding of his niece, which took place in 
Venice. Mr. Dekay said it was one of the 
most poetic functions he had ever witness- 
ed, and would have given unlimited possi- 
bilities for high-flnown sentiment. The 
wedding was solemnized by the arch pa- 
triarch in one of the chapels of St. Mark, 
The party arrived and degarted in gayly 
decorated gondolas, entering the church 
py a side entrance near the bridge of sighs. 
The bride and bridegroom left the church 
in -a white satin decked gondola sitting 
beneath a bower of roses, surmounted by a 
floral crown. After giving all this infornia- 
tion concerning the wedding Mr. DekKay 
said he was personally glad the newspaper 
men were absent, for he hated to have his 
own family’s doings peered into by report- 
ers, especially female ones, who, he declar- 
ed, were regular plagues. 

The races at Baden for the championship 
of Europe were won by Speenford, the 
property of Marchesi Berligheris. The 
American horses Eddie Hayes, H. Hade- 
land and Delmonico ran three times, but did 
not get a place and were withdrawn from 
the remaining contests. 

American visitors at Hamburg have in- 
troduced basebail at that place, and the 
first match was played during the past 
week, on a field adjoining the tennis court, 
The game excited many of the German Vis- 
itors, they never having seen it played be- 
fore. 

The export from Germany to the United 
States ‘of imitation astrakhan fur, called 
krimmer felt, under the McKinley act, 
amounted to $1,300 and $1,336 during the 
third and fourth quarters, respectively, of 
1894. During ithe second quarter of 1895 
these exports rose in value to $23,940 from 
the Berlin district alone. This is typical 
of many German manufacturers. English 
houses trading with German dyers and fab- 
ric men, complain that they are unatle to 
get their orders executed because Ameri- 
cans, immediately the tariff was modified, 
swamped the European market with or- 
ders, paying prices greatly exceeding those 
which the best English hous2s were willing 
to pay. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon Emperor Wil- 
liam reviewed the First brigade of the 
guards, infantry, on the Moltke platz, which 
faces the new palace in the Wild park, the 
occasion being the twenty-fifth anniversady 
of the battle of Gravelotte. After the re- 
view his majesty made a speech to the 
troops. He said that the heroism shown 
by the First and Third regiments of guards 
at. Gravelotte was an imperishabl ex- 
ample for the troops to follow. He added 
that he was glad to see present so many 
of-the old veterans of three campaigns. 
They were the nucleus of the entire army 
of today. His majesty concluded by saying: 

“Never forget discipline, which is the 
faundation of all successes.” 

Suffering from Hent. 

The weather today was intensely hot. 
During the review thirty regulars fainted 
and many of the regulars were led away 
suffering from the effects of the heat. 

The veterans of the Sixth regiment dined 
the veterans of the Tenth regimen/: under 
the trees in the old castle park at Potsdam. 
This park borders on the river Havel, and 
was about as cool a place as could be 
found. Many patriotic speechés were made. 
After the dinner the emperor walked from 
the new palace to the park, where he was 
received with a storm of cheers. He talked 
with m@y of the old soldiers and seemed 
to be bug little fatigued by the heat. At 
night th@re were displays of fireworks in 
the park and on the river. 

At half-past 1 o’clock this afternoon the 
emperor gave a dinner to ninety guests in 
honor of the sixty-fifth anniversary of the 
birth of Emperor Francis Joseph. The 
Austrian ambassador had the place of hon- 
or as the representative of his sovereign.

DR.HOPKINS AT HIS NEW CHARGE !

Dr. I. S. Hopkins took up his new duties 
as pastor of Trinity church yesterday 
morning. | 

He signalized this first appearance in the 
puipit there by one of his most powerful 
sermons. He talked about the kingdom of 
God and explained his version of the mean- 
ing of the word kingdom as used by John 


the Baptist, who called unto men to repent | 


that “The kingdom of God was at hand.” 

Incidentally he gaid that the applauded 
every effort of those who would onurify 
thought or reform morals, and wished them 
all guccess. But he thought that some- 
times, in their zeal, reformers were toc 
hasty. The important thing was to prepare 
men's hearts for the recepton of the truth, 
The kingdom of theaven being at hand, 
what was necessary to make them accept 
it was to get them in harmony with it, 
This done, it would be easy to bring them 
to accept the truth. 

“In our forests,”’ gaid he, ‘there ere many 
polsonous herbs. Beside them gre miany 
herbs that contain healing balm. Side by 
side with the kingdom ef poison is the 
kingdom of healing. There is the kingdom 
of music and there is the kingdom of dis- 
harmony. 

“I have seen a lawyer, who, listening to 
@ witness, would catch some word, sume 
significant point, and his quick, active 
mind, putting aside all intermediate points, 
would fasten itself upon that point as the 
vital one. I have seen doctors who, going 
into @ room and looking at a patient, could 
immediately make up a verdict for lite or 
death.’’ 

On such a line was the splendid intro- 
ductory sermon cast. 

After the usual opening exercises, in- 
cluding a fine golo by Mrs. Yeates, ‘ Hear 
Ye, Oh! Jsrael,”” by Dudley Buck. DD. 
Hopkins took occasion to say that he felt 
@ Keen sense of responsibility in the ap- 
pointment of temporary pastor of “rinity, 
and that ‘his object in speaking of it was to 
gain the sympathy, prayers ami heip of 
the members. * 

He then read his text from tie seventh 
verse, tenth chapter, of Matthew: “And as 
ye go, preach, saying the Kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” 

To say that for fifty minutes the pi cked 
congregation wag held -pell-honnd by the 
wonderful eloquence of this ‘earned orator 
would be mild. Dr. Hopkins has a most 
excellently trained and rounded voice, which 
with its modulated tones, lends furce and 
magnetism to his beautiful and accurate 
rhetoric. The doctor said: 

“The word of the text is ‘Kingdom’—the 
kingdom of God, which is at hand. The 
Lord intended to use a word that would be 
understood and projected upon the cun- 
sciences Of His hearers. No word is broad- 
er. J@hn the Baptist came crying repent, 
the Kingdom is at hand; the Lord says go 
preach, @aying the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand. Later Paul said the kingtiom of 
God is not meat and drink, but rest, peace 
and joy of the Holy Ghost. We haven't 
the time to mention the number of times 
this complete word is used, and for differ- 
ent purposes and by different men. The 
Question is, why was this word used?’ 
Chrtst meant to give the str mgest word to 
dominate, to control and rule men. 

**‘We see other kingdoms—the kingdom of 
darkness. Men ask the question, which is 
the kingdom ef God. IH the kingdom cf 
Christ.is not prevailing, it is well to close 
the Bible and quit preaching. We accept 
God's word. His kingdom is everlasting 
and everlasting, and it is at hand—not a 
future coming kingdom, but here among 
us, The close relations bring antagonistic 
feelings between the different kingdoras. 
The woods «are filled with pois»nous }-e1bs, 
and yet as many with healing cualities. 
The kingdom of darkness, the kingdom of 
right; one against the other. The kingdom 
of music is at hand, men’s ears tingle with 
the joyous sensation. The kingdon of 
money is at hand. In this xingdom men 
work out ‘the fimanctal questions of the 
fhour. There are times we ar® «¢stuonished 
and overwhelmed at the quick enange 
from one to the other. The Lord intended 
to impress on the world that the kinedom 
of God is here, and get the masses in 
harmony with it. It ‘s n<re today, and if 
Trinity church would cume to understand 
that, and live on’ that lina in perfect 
harmony with that kingdom, the cbLurch, 
Atlanta and the world wwuld be better. 
It means rest and peace. Six men dis- 
cover a stream of pure liquid water gush- 
ing from ‘the rifted hillside as Gol minde it 
and they determine to kK>2p it pure and 
walk down the stream consu'ti:.g as to 
the ways and means bcst to carry crt the 
plan, and get in an altercacion and strtg- 
gle and fight, and polute the pure liquid 
stream by their wrangle into blackened 
mud. It is strange and shocaing that men 
confuse and contend even in the questions 
of the kingdom of God. But some things 
are fixed, and one of them is God moves, 
and moves among ihe antagonist. Will 
not God hear the cries of His elect. Let 
that man beware who raises his voice 
against the kingdom of God. ‘Tis the 
guardian of all harmony. How can you 


THE HEARTS OF MEN.. 


Rev. Peter A. Heard, the pastor, preached 
at Merritts avenue church at the morning 
hour. 

His text was Psalms cxxx!i, 23, 24: “Search 
me, O God, and know my heart: try me and 
know my thoughts, and see if ye be any 
wicked way in me, and heed me in the way 
everlasting.” 

In substance, he said: “The character of 
the god af the pagan depends entirely upon 
the temperament of the worshiper. If he 
invests him with form it is very indefinite, 

“The God of the Hebrews is the God of 
Revelation, Sometimes we feel His Personal- 
ity so intensely that we are tempted to 
make of Him some shape, something tan- 
gible, God is an omniscent, omnipresent 
spirit. Paul said of Him: ‘All things are 
open and naked to Him with whom we have 
to deal, Everything, great and small, 
stands out before His clear and correct 
vision. Nowhere in all the universe, mate- 
rial or spiritual, may we go but that we 
find God present, knowing all things there 
from all time. 

“Would God be God if there were an inch 
of space in which He is not? No limitations 
may be put upon His ininite perfections. 
The text is a minute and comprehensive 
prayer naturally following the meditations 
given in the psalm. Frail man may well 
pray, when he regards the infinite of God’s 
attributes and perfect knowledge. The 
Greek proverb ‘know thiyself’ halts in its 
ignorance on the mere suburbs of knowl- 
edge vwihen compared with God’s great 
knowledge of us, darkness rests over the 
waters whereof He only knows the depths. 
No other eye can penetrate the mysteries. 
No other foot can trace the lebyrinth of 
man’s complex nature, with all the forces

the agent, His word is the instrument. 
Paul declares the word sharper than any 
two-edged sword; it is quickened to life; 
it has power and produces results, It dis- 
covers to us the thoughts and intents of the 
heart and is a discerner in all things. It 
lets light into the heart. God made the sun 
to shine by day and the moon to shine by 
night, but the word was made to shine for 
all eternity. It is a great search light for 
humanity among the breakers of this life. 
God’s purpose in searching the hearts of 
men is to cleanse them from their evil ways 
and to direct them in the way everiasting. 
Jesus Christ, who came to manifest the 
Father to us, said: ‘I am the way, and the 
truth, and the life.’ Man receives assur- 
ance from Him that he is in the right way 
and is relieved of uncertainty and doubt. 
God knows how to guide our infirm steps 
and faltering judgment to the proper course 
that leads us back to the highway of peace 
that returns to God, Truly did the psalmist 
pray to be led in the way everlasting.’’ 


MAN’S NEED OF MERCY, 


Dr. Robins, pastor of the First Methodist 
church, preached to a large and appre- 
ciative congregation yesterday. It was the 
largest audience that has been in attend- 
ance for some time and the church was 
filled to overflowing. The music was es- 
pecially good and the sexvices were en- 
joyed by. all who were present. 

The text for the morning services was 
taken from the ninth verse of the sixteenth 
chapter of Proverbs: “By mercy and truth 
is iniquity purged.’’ i 

Dr. Robins said: “Sin is everywhere and 
everybody recognizes it. Tho only ques- 
tion is, what is the remedy? The text 
answers the question. There are’ two 
classes of people in the world. One class 
is those who do wrong. The second class 
is those who try to do right. The first 
class needs mercy, while the second class 
needs truth. Mercy is that which leans 
Strength to man’s weakness and helps him 
to overcome the wrong in his life. Truth 
is that which makes stronger a character 
that is already strong. 

“If a thing is true it will triumph. It 
may work slowly, but in the end it will 
live and be victorious. Galileo was the 
first to announce that the world moved. 
The fact that he was imprisoned and re- 
canted did not affect the truth. All edu- 
cated people now believe as did that old 
philosopher. Jesus Christ first announced 
the great truth of life. Millions now be- 
lieve, and the entire human race will 
eventually believe it. In our own time 
we need to study these two qualities— 
mercy and truth. We need to know their 
force in redeeming men from their sins. 
If sobriety is a true principle, the world 
will be sober; if virtue is right, the world 
will sonmie day believe it; if Christianity 
is true, the world cannot prevent its tri- 
umph,”’ 

Dr. Robins said that mercy was what 
the man who was doing wrong most need- 
ed. Mercy would help~him to do better 
and would strengthen him. Do not deal 
harshly with the erring, but be lenient 
and bead them to the Savior with gentle- 
ness and mercy. To those who were try- 
ing to do right give them the truth. Let 
them see the right side of true living. 
Uphold to them the scriptures and let them 
read as they ran, so that the path of 
duty woyld be plain and they could not 
err through ignorance. 


CHRIST THE HEAD. 


In the absence of the pastor, Dr. G. B. 
Strickler, the pulpit of the Central Presby- 
terian church was filled yesterday morning 
by Dr. J. N. Craig. The congregation 
was a very large one and the sermon was 
a thoughtful and eloquent discourse. Dr. 
Craig selected for his text the fragments 
of scripture found in the twelfth chapter 
of the First Corinthians: ‘He is the head 
of the body.”’ After explaining the con- 
nection between the body and the head 
in the human organism Dr. Craig under- 
took to show the important spiritual trust 
contained i nthe text. Christ occupied 
the same relation to the church that the 
head occupies to the human body. The 
church is made up of individual Christians, 
and each Christian is a member of the 
divine body of which Christ is the head 
and has His special work to perform.

The subject 
was ably elucidated by Dr. Craig and the 
sermon was greatly enjoyed by all who 
heard it.

DR. TAYLUR, UF BRAZIL. 


Dr. J. B. Hawthorne was absent from 
his pulpit yesterday and his place was 
supplied by Rev. L. Z. Taylor, of Bahia, 
E-razil. 

Mr. Taylor is one of the most prominent 
of the missionaries of the Baptist church 
in the Brazilian missions, where he has 
been for the past twelve years. 

He took for his text yesterday the last 
verse of the fourth chapter of Esther, and 
in prefacing. his remarks said what a grand 
old man was Mordecai and what a lesson 
he gave to Esther and what a countérpart 
he found in her. Her modesty and humili- 
ty he knew did well become her, and in 
the manner that she raised herself in the 
eyes of the aged saintly Mcrdecai held her 
up as an example for all Christian women 
of her succession to emulate.

What a grand sight it would be if all 
men like Abraham of immense wealth and 
worldly goods would distribute their goods 
in the cause of the Father. There is no 
temptation for the man who is saving his 
wealth for the Lord’s cause to resist the 
temptation to hoard his riches for the same 
reason that there would be no reason for 
the man who detests liquor to abstain from 
it. 

If such a motive impels the man to de 
sire riches, God will foster him and he will 
be successful. 

The days of romance in the missionary 
ficld were suppceed to be past, but in his 
opinion they were not, but that owing to 
the bitter opposition that was manifest- 
ed toward the propaganda of the evangeli- 
zation in these missions there was no rea- 
son why a man should go there unless he 
had been fully prepared for the life that 
would be led. To be a missionary he must 
not only have a knowledge of the require- 
ments of the calling, but he should be ready 
to stand all hardships of wind, rain and 
country, stands persecution and even death 
in the cause of the work. Young men who 
were filled with the burning desire to 
spread the gospel in these unbelieving coun- 
tries should weigh well the work to. be 
done before they resolved to make the test 
of eir intentions. They should be well 
trained in all ways and in all.cases they 
must be prepared to suffer anything and 
brave any haraship. 

The speaker drew a thrilling picture of 
the life of the missionary in the forests 
and fastnesses of this South American 
country and held the attention of his hear- 
ers closely all through his very interesting 
cole. 

The United States and England, he said, 
atood as the two great representatives of 
the learning and religion of the world, and 
if these two great countries would but exert 
their influence and subscriptions they would 
spread the evangelization of the word. far 
into the interior of the lands of the unbe- 
lievers and the pagans. 

He was rejoiced to see that a great me- 
tropolis like the city of New York is strict- 
ly observing the Sunday law and striking 
the root of such a universal evil that had 
menaced the salvation of its inhabitants 
for so many years. 

What the world wanted was rapid evan- 
gelization and that could only be accom- 
plished by the co-operation of the Christian 
countries and their hearty _support ef the 
mission and their labors if disseminating 
the true faith and rescuing the unfaith- 
ful. 

At the conclusion: of his remarks Mr. 
Taylor held an informal reception to re- 
ceive the congratulations of the members 
of the congregation and in replying to the 
many questions regarding the state of the 
Baptist missions in Brazil. « 

There are over eight hundred converts 
made since the establishment of the Bap- 
tist and Mexican mission by General Haw- 
thorne. They extend from’ Pernambuco to 
Rio Janeiro and in the city of Rio Janeiro 
alone there are fully ten thousand persons 
of faith other than the Catholic church. 

President Moraes, of Brazil, Dr. Taylor 
said, is friendly to evangelization and has 
given many evidences of his favor. 

In the city of Bahia, where Dr. Taylor 
has his residence, he has a church with a 
congregation of 150 Baptists, There are 
two schools, one for boys and the other for 
girls. 

They have a press and a plant valued at 
$3,000 for the publication of The Echo, a 
periodical devoted to the propagation of 
the mission interests. 

Dr. Taylor arrived in this country on 
the 4th instant and is on his way to Texas 
to visit his aged parents.

An examination of the records shows that 
the highest attendance upon the academic 
branches of the university was 266 under 
the administration of Chancellor Lipscomb 
in 1873, Now the attendance last session was 
27 and every indication points to a large 
increase the coming session. Thus in all 
probability the attendance next session 
will be the largest in the history of the 
institution. 


Not only that, but everything is in splen- 
did shape here. The curriculum has been 
advanced, the course of study is nuw bet- 
ter adapted to the needs of the students 
and the different departments are better 
equipped. 

Chancellor Boggs, in speaking of the com- 
ing session, said: “I have every reason to 
believe that it will be a great success. The 
people of Georgia are appreciating more and 
more each gear the value of high education 
for their sons, and consequently the Uni- 
versity of Georgia is nearer the people to- 
day than she has been in many years. We 
are not as well off financially as we might 
be, yet by economy we have put what 
money we had where it would do the most 
good, and we are in fairly good condition 
tor starting the next session. 

“The criticisms passed upon tHe univer- 
sity that it is a rich man’s institution,” 
said the chancellor, ‘“‘are absolutely un- 
founded. The record shows that a vast 
majority of the young men in attendance 
upon the university are sons of poor men. 
‘he religious surroundings are of the best 
nature. whe young men are quiet and mor- 
al, and their college Young Men’s Christian 
Association consists of over W& per cent 
of the students in attendance here.”’ 
Chanceii@r Boggs was much pleased at the 
action of the Savannah Alumni Club in 
deciding to send a young man to. college 
next year, and is anxious for the alumni 
of other cities throughout the state to take 
the same kind of a step.

New York, August 18.—The Defender was 
towed to New Rochelle this morning from 
the Erie basin dry dock.

VALKYRIE HAS ARRIVED. 


Dunraven’s Yacht Makes the Ocean 
Trip Successfully. 

New York, August 18.—Vailkryie III has 
arrived. The boat which Lord Dunraven 
has built to wrest the America’s cup and 
the yachting supremacy from yankeedom 
is at anchor in New York harbor. After 
encountering heavy seas and considerable 
headwinds since her departure from Gou- 
rock Bay, Scotland, on July 27th, the cup 
challenger arrived at Sandy Hook lightship 
at 7:30 o’clock this evening on her twenty- 
second day out. Her passage from Martin 
Head, where she dropped her tug on the 
other side, to Sandy Hook, 2,770 nautical 
miles, occupied twenty-one days, nine hours 
and twenty-one minutes, an average of 
129 miles a day. 

The Vigilant last April made 2,934 miles, 
from the Lizard to Sandy Hook, in eighteen 
days, one hour and forty-five minutes, a 
daily average of 168 miles, but the Vigilant 
had more favorable weather than the Val- 
Kyrie III has experienced. The Dunraven 
cutter made the eccean voyage without se- 
rious mishap and, although her time breaks 
no record, she has made a remarkable trip. 

Clever British skippers and plucky Brit- 
ish tars brougnt through stift winds and 
heavy seas the low racing craft with flush 
decks with scarcely any apprehension from 
those on board. With a peculiar ketch rig 
of stout spars and tough canvas, the mod- 
ern racing machine crossed the Atlantic, 
where many a big steamship has come to 
grief. The long, low,

Supreme Court Judges. 

The New York Evening Post makes a 
plea for the appointment of young and 
middle-aged men when vacancies occur 
on the federal supreme bench. The 
early presidents. made their selections 
largely from men in middle life or com- 
paratively young. Chief Justice Jay 
went on the, bench at forty-four, and his 
five associates, as the court was then 
constituted, ranged in age from forty- 
Seven to fifty-seven. 

From the foundation of the govern- 
ment down to the close of the civil war 
ho appointee had reached the age of 
sixty, while among those in the earlier 
period Iredell was only _ thirty-eight, 
Bushrod Washington thirty-six and Sto- 
ry and Johnson but a few months past 
thirty-two. Our contemporary says: 
Grant introduced the new system of ap- 
pointing older men, even past sixty years 
of age—William Strong being in his sixty- 


second year and Ward Hunt in his sixty- 
third, while Caleb Cushing had entered upon 


} his seventy-fourth year when the president 


sent his name to the senate as Chase’s suc- 
ccesor, Arthur appointed Samuel Blatch- 
ford at sixty-two, Cleveland named L. Q. 
C. Lamar ag sixty-two, and Harrison nom- 
inated Howell E. Jackson at sixty-one. 
In more than one case, too, the aging man 
was far from robust when he entered upon 
the arduous duties of the place. 

The results of this change of policy in 
the matter of age have been most unfortu- 
nate. In case after case the new judge 
died in a comparatively short time, Lamar 
after five years and Jackson after only 
two; while in other instances he hag 
s00n become a wreck, like Nelson, for 
whose benefit a special pensicn act had to 
be passed when he broke down after.a few 
years; and even when still strong enough 
for further service, he might retire on a 
pension after ten years, as Strong did in 
1830. The average length of service has 
been in consequence reduced more than 
one-half as ‘compared ‘with ante-bellum 
days. Nine judges appointed since Grant's 
first inauguration have died or resigned on 
pensions. The youngest of the nine was 
fifty-six when he took his seat, and the 
average length of their service fell short of 
ten years—less than half the average before 
Grant’s day, up to which time the oldest 
appointee had been fifty-nine. 

‘The Post thinks that the court has suf- 
fered sadly in late years by the appoint- 
ment of judges who were too old and 
weak for their duties, and it speaks out 


ou this line as follows: 


There should be a radical change in this 
matter. No lawyer should for a moment 
be thought of for the vacancy who is not 
below sixty years of age—and the nearer 
forty-five the better; and .who is not a 
man of vigorous health, with an “expecta- 
tion of life’’ as regards judicial service of 
twenty to twenty-five years. A bench of 
tune men Waid must Silt lu Final Juugment 
on the affairs of a nation of sixty-five mill- 
ions of people must not be recruited from 
the ranks of graybeards and valetudina- 
rians, who totter under the burden of their 
heavy duties and eagerly await the day 
when they may gave a fragment of life by 
retiring upon a pension. 

These ideas are in the main well 
founded. Yet there are exceptional 
cases. An eminent lawyer who would 
suit the position should not be ruled out 
simply because he is a few years over 
sixty, if his vigorous mental and phys- 
ical health gave promise of ten or fif- 
teen years’ useful work. But we admit 
that these cases are exceptional. It 
would be better to appoint judges who 
are under sixty, and better still to have 
them range in age from forty to fifty- 
five.

The announcement that more than 
30,000 union veterans will take advantage 
of their reunion at Chickamauga to visit 
our exposition on the Ist of September 
recalls another reunion, fourteen years 
ago, when their famous commander, 
General W. T. Sherman, visited our 
international cotton exposition. 

On the 15th of November, 1881, a 
large number of the veterans of the 
Mexican war, nearly all of them ex-con- 
federates, held a meeting at the exposi- 
tion grounds. General Sherman was 
present, and in response to repeated 
calls made a brief speech, in the course 
of which he said: 

We fought our mother and acquired our 
independence, and today we are the same 
nation, the same soldiers, the same govern- 
ment, the same flag, and so far as I «m 
concerned I am just as friendly to Georgia 
as I am to my own native state of Ohio. 

* © * = have come today to look upon 
these buildings where once we had battle- 
fields, and I delight more to look upon them 
than to look upon the scene which was 
here enacted sixteen years ago, and I say 
that every noble man and every kindly wo- 
man over this broad land takes as much 
interest in your prosperity and in this ex- 
position as do those who are sitting in 
this presence today. We are all now in a 
position to say that we thank God that 
we are, each and every one of us, great and 
small, young and old, American citizens. 

The old general’s speech was enthusi- 
astically received, and he appeared to 
heartily enjoy meeting many of the 
brave men who wore the gray. We feel 
sure that the thousands of his followers 
who will be here in September will share 
his sentiments when they see the beauti- 
ful exposition city which now stands 
“where once we had battleftelds.” It 
will be pleasant to them to see the 
achievements of peace where once they 
saw the red ruin wrought by war, and 
we know that our rose gardens will de- 
light them more than the old redoubts 
which gaye them so much trouble a 
generation ago. 

We want these brave men to meet their 
fellow countrymen who confronted them 
here in the siege. We want them to 
meet our people face to face and right 
here in the capital of the new south re-

In an invitation recently sent to Mr. 
Cleveland asking him to attend a sci- 
entific convention. “his excellency” ap- 
peared in the address, and “your excel- 
lency” in the communication itself. 

According to some authorities this is all 
wrong. In the first congress the senate 
attempted to secure the adoption of a 
tithe for our chief magistrate, but the 
house opposed all titles. “His excellen- 
cy” was suggested in the seaate as the 
proper title for the president, but it was 
voted down and the committee reported 
in favor of the following: “His highness, 
the president of the United States of 
America, and protector of their liber- 
ties.” 

It is needless to say tbat the house 
knocked all this high-falutin nonsense 
into a cocked hat. It passed a resolution 
declaring that the address should be 
“To the President of the United States,” 
without any further title. 

In Senator Mackay’s journal it is stated 
that Vice President Adams was. a strong 
advocate of high and mighty titles. 
Mackay says: 

The vice president now informed the sen- 

ate that a letter had com? to his hand 
which he supposed was intended for him, 
but it was most improperly directed. ‘It 
Was directed to “His excellency, the vice 
president.” He asked the opinion of the 
senate, laughingly, and concluded it was 
against all rule. I said that until we had 
& rule obliging people to be regular we 
must submit to their irregularities, more 
espccially of this kind.

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Spain and Cuba. 
Advices from Spain indicate. serious 
trouble for Wie government of that coun 
try. The Spanish regular army is only 
about 150,000 strong, and it is proposed 
to send about 100,000 men to Cuba, leav 
ing only 50,000 to preserve order at 
home. 
The republicans in Spain are already 
counting upon the weakness of the gov- 
ernment, and since the recent shipments 
of soldiers to Cuba there have been up- 
risinugs in various provinces. It would not 
be at all surprising if the opponents of 
the existing dynasty should inaugurate ! 
an extensive revolution in the course of 
the next few weeks. 
The Spanish government is in a bad 
fix. If it lets Cuba go, its enemies at. 
home will make that a pretext for re- 
volt. If, on the other hand, the bulk of 
the army is sent te whip Cuba back into 
the traces, the Spanish people will prob- 
ably rise en masse and establish a re- 
public. 
Almost bankrupt, with a small army 
and in the midst of domestic strife, it is 
dificult to see how Spain can suppress 
the Cuban insurgents and at the same 
time maintain her present government 
in power. 
Even if the Spaniards remain loyal, 
it is by no means certain that 100,000 
troops will be able to put down the Cu- 
bans. Yellow jack is a powerful factor 
in the summer and fall campaigns in 
Cuba, and he is always on the side of 
the natives. It is estimated that at least 
half of the raw Spanish soldiers who are 
sent to the island at this season of the 
year will fall victims to the plague. Cer- 
tainly the outlook, from the standpoint 
of the Spanish government, must be any- 
thing but pleasant. 
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A Model Village. 

Puritans and reformers who are look- 
ing for an ideal home should visit New 
Gioucester, Me., and study the methods 
of that village. 

None of the town officials drink, swear, 
use tobacgo or break the Sabbath. At 
the railway station for the past two 
years only two tickets a year have been 
sold for Sunday excursions. The Boston 
Herald argues that these facts indicate 
a very high state of merality in New 
Gloucester, and points to it as a model 
viuage. 

It may be that this little Maine com- 
munity is all that is claimed for it, but 
there are thousands of people who do not 
break the Sabbath and who do net 
drink, swear and use tobacco, and yet 
they are by no means good citizens.

Tom Paine he dared to read and admire, 
despite the ban upon his works and name, 
and it was whispered by the strait-laced 
ones that young Dana was an infidel. He 
was not, but he admired the virile English 
an masterly logic of the author of “Com- 
mon Sense” and “The Crisis.” Until he 
was seventeen Dana reveled in the treas- 
ures of English literature, and acquired a 
splendid mastery of the tongue. Then a 
sudden thirst for Lat:n seized him, and, 
borrowing a Latin grammer, he mastered 
it in a few months, and on his eighteenth 
birthday told his brother that he was re- 
solved to. have an education. His savings 
amounted to little, and his brother gave 
him $100 to help him through Harvard. 
On a June morning in 1839 he left Buffalo 
and in September entered Harvard, where 
he remained two years, when eye trouble 
forced him to leave. 


Some interesting statements about Ed- 
gar Allan Poe are made by John R. 
Thompson, editor of The Southern Litera- 
ry Messenger. Mr. Thompson says that Poe 
was not what is called a regular drinker, 
but was much worse—an irregular one, 
who at intervals was seized with a violent 
and irresistible desire for stimulants, and 
in whom this craving amounted to a spe- 
cles of madness. A single drink at such 
times ‘“‘set him going,” and there was no 
halt until the appetite burned itself out. 
A month of total abstinence would be fol- 
lowed by a week of terrible dissipation; 
then he would return to his desk without 
making any allusion to his absence and 
with no trace in speech, “manner or dress 
of having been on a spree. His face, says 
Mr. Thompson, was always colorless, his 
nerves steady and his attire neat. Re- 


garding the further statements that drink 
was Poe's only form of dissipation, that 
it did not, as is usually the case, bring 
with it a train of kindred vices, that Poe’s 
taste in everything else was refined, that 
he “never used a word which could not 
have been spoken with propriety in the 
presence of ladies, and had the strongest 
dislike fcr every sort of slang, written or 
spoken,’ the common understanding has 
been quite different, at least so far as it 
has taken in certain phases of the poet’s 
life; hence it is pleasing to receive these 
assurances from his personal friend and 
companion, even though there will be a 
disposition to take them with some grains 


of allowance.

Senator Vest Says That Bimetallism 
Will Never Be Dropped. 
From The Associated Press. 

Carisbad, August 13.—‘‘The silver question 
will never be dropped in America until free 
coinage is passed,’ said Senator George G. 
Vest, of Missouri, here today, replying to a 
question concerning the Missouri and Iowa 
conventions. 

“The people in the east,”” he continued, 
“believe it will be dropped ae business re- 
vives; but the overwhelming’ ‘sentiment in 
all the west and south is in favor of free 
coinage. I believe it will surely be passed 
in time. What the result of its passage 
will be I am unable to predict. The whole 
of the money power of the east and the 
banks everywhere will undoubtedly make 
it as difficult as possible to try to furnish 
striking object lessons. Easterners say we 
in the west and south no not understand 
the question. But there never was a sub- 
ject more fully discussed or more carefully 
studied. There is not a farmer in my con- 
stituency who is not fully prepared to dis- 
cuss intelligently all the bearings of the 
question, and the same state of affairs ex- 
ists throughout the southwest.” 

Senator Vest was then asked to explain 
the action of Kentucky and Iowa if the 
feeling was so universal. In reply he said: 

“Il cannot express an opinion regarding 
Iowa until I know how the convention was 
constituted, If it was similar to that of 
Kentucky, composed of state officials and 
Office holders, it_is no criterion of public 
sentiment: They #ould naturally coin 
cide with Cleveland _and Carlisle.”

} Fast mail train No. 36 of the Southern, 
which left Atlanta night before last for 
Washington, was plunged into a frightful 
‘greck at a point near Toccoa, known as 
Worth Broad fill, this being one of the 
Joftiest elevations on the entire mileage of 
the Southern between Atlanta and Wash- 
ington. 

It was in the midst of the Blue Ridge 
pountains and the train was going at 
full speed. At the exact spot where the 
dreadful wreck occurred there is a curve, 
gnd the place is naturally such as would 
gake all the more disastrous any kind of 
)greck that might occur there, 

After passing Mount Airy the train was 
gn a decided down grade, which extends 
all the way down a mountain slope of five 
or six miles to Toccoa. The train was 
vidently running at a rapid speed, when 
suddenly the tender of the engine jumped 
the track and went shooting down the 
embankment, carrying with it the entire 
train. 

The engine thus freed from its heavy 
joad sprang forward like mad and 
sped on perfectly wild and stubborn to all 
efforts on the part of the engineer to 
eheck it in its terrible flight until it spent 
fis force and was arrested near Toccoa, 
'The cars went over the embankment 
pell mell, all of them crushing together 
and turning completely over except the 
Pullmans, which were thrown far off the 
track, but remained on the wheels right 
side up and practically uninjured. 

The tender and the mail car went clear 
to the bottom of the yawning hollow be- 
low, a distance of sixty-five feet, but, 
strange to narrate, none of the three mail 
clerks was inujred, and there chanced to 
be no one on the tender. 

The express car broke in the center 
and one end went down to the bottom of 
the great chasm while the other was left 
almost at the top of the embankment, 

Express Messenger ‘Walter Greer was 
the only occupant of the car and was 
the contents of 


force and mashing his body most hor- 
fibly. 

Superintendent Hockaday went to the 
gene of the wreck from Gainesville, car- 
tying with him an undertaker, who took 
gharge of the body of the lifeless man and 
carried it to Gainesville, to be prepared 
for burial. 

The other cars of the train were hurled 
about like playthings and toys in a hur- 
ricane, though not a single passenger was 
injured. 

The only death was that of Messenger 
Greer and no/ other personal injuries, fa- 
tal or slight, are reported from the wreck. 
The coaches, however, were torn into a 
thousand pieces and the wreck presents a 
frightful picture, scattered for yards 
around the place in that mountainous 
region. 

On a Wild Run. 

The engine which carried the train, after 
the tender made its plunge from the 
track, carrying with it all the heavy train 
over the embankment, became unconquer- 
able. The grade was so steep and the 
wreck occurring at the time when the 
train was at full speed, it was with an 
awtul leap that the engine sprang 
beyond the control of Engineer Seab Wal- 
lace, the brave man who staid at his 
post until the locomotive was arrested at 
Toccoa. ; 

Engineer Wallace’s description of his 
run on the wild engine is thrilling. He 
Says he had not the slightest warning of 
What happened. It was like a flash 
ot lightning. 

He felt his engine jump forward like a 
thunderbolt; he jerked with an instant 
Wrench his throttle. and applied the re- 
verser, but this was of no avail. The lo- 
comotive sped on like lightning while he 
gorced ail the steam into the effort to re- 
verse it and check its speed. The run 
Was at a speed of a hundred miles an 
hour for five miles, and every second he 
Stared death in the face. On and on 
round the sharp mountain curves, at mid- 
hight, he flew on his mad steed, all the 
While down a terrible grade. But he 
Stood at his post, never once thinking of 
Geserting the engine.

HIDDEN IN A CLOSET. 


A Demented Youth Locked Himself in 
for Three Days. 

Olin Webb, a young white man, was 
placed in a cell at the station house last 
night for safekeeping. 

There was no charge against the boy, 
for he has always been an obedient son. 
He has borne the best character and for 
years has been the support of his mother. 
Mrs. Webb, who lives on Venable street. 
Of late years, however, the young man 
has been a sufferer from epileptic fits, 
and recently the attacks have been s0 
frequent that his mind has become af- 
fected. His condition is now critical and 
it is probable that he wiil be sent to the 
insane asylum for treatment. 

The young man was carried to the sta- 
tion house by his grandfather, and the 
officers were asked to keep him, as he was 
at times dangerous. His conduct for the 
past few days has been very peculiar, 
and he has threatened the lives of those 
whom he loved devotedly. His aged 
mother is afraid that he will injure her, 
and as she cannot control him when he 
becomes wild it was thought best that he 
be placed in ay, cell, where ‘he 
could not injure himself or hurt any one. 

When he reached the station house he 
was very quiet and the officers had no diffi- 
culty with him. He was obedient to alli 
orders that were given him, and his man- 
ner was that of any ordinary person. He 
was placed in a corridor in the state de- 
@Martment and quietly took a seat in a 
chair that was oftered him by the officers. 

Last Friday night he suddenly became 
violent and attempted to kill some of the 
people that were at his home. He was 
very violent and all left the house to es- 
cape the attacks that were made upon 
them. When the family returned the young 
man was found to be missing. A search 
was instituted for the unfortunate young 
man, and the city was searched every- 
where. He could not be found. 

Yesterday afternoon the young man was 
found in a closet in his mother’s house 
where he had been in confinement with- 
out anything to eat since Friday night. 
It is supposed that he hid himself in the 
closet as soon as he found that he was 
alone, and as the closet is not used he 
was not discovered. Yesterday afternoon 
his sister looked into the closet for some 
wearing apparel, and was horrified to find 
her brother. He@ screams brought her 
mother, but the young man was perfectiy 
rational, and gave them no trouble. It 
was feared, however, that he might be- 
come uncontrollable again, and he was 
taken to the station house by his grand- 
father. The officers have been very kind 
to the afflicted boy and they have done 
all that is in their power to make him 
comfortable. He is perfectly quite at 
times, and talks rationally. He appears 
to be bewildered at his surroundings, and 
does not seem to know where he is. 

He is being given every aftention, and 
just as soon as his condition is such as 
will permit of his removal, it is probable 
that he will be taken to the asylum at 
Milledgeville.

Sobbing piteously at her mother’s knee, 
a young wife plead for forgiveness; and at 
the same time and not more than a stone's 
throw from the stormy scene, stood a young 
man pleading with an officer that his wife 
be returned to his bosom. 

The young man was Fannin Britt, well 
known. about town, and the young lady 
was the beautiful thirteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mrs. McElroy, who runs a boarding 
house almost in the shadow of the police 
station.

Mrs. McElroy had bitterly objected to 
the proposed marriage and had firmly re- 
fused the hand of her daughter to be 
placed in the keeping of the young man, 
She did not have any idea of permitting the 
marriage to occur, and took every precau- 
tion, so she thought, to prevent it. But the 
same old story of love laughing at locks 
and bars was proven to be true, and in 
the quiet of the Sabbath twilight the boy 
and girl were madé man and wife. 

With the flush of happiness that follows 
the ceremony the young people returned 
and sought the mother’s presence. At the 
parental door they were met by Mrs. Mc- 
Elroy and they wege not received with a 
very hospitable welcome. Indeed, the door 
was closed upon the bridegroom with the 
admonition that he never return to claim 
his bride, The young man was dismayed. 
He begged that his wife be given into his 
keeping, but the mother was determined. 
No amount of persuasion had the slightest 
effect upon her. He was refused. 

It was not long, however, that matters 
were thus, for the girl quietly walked from 
the roof of her home and joined her hus- 
band on the street. Together the pair went 
to the home of a friend, where they received 
shelter and congratulations. As soon as 
Mrs. McElroy found that her daughter 
Was gone she immediately started out to 
find her. Some one told her that she was 
at the house of a friend, and in that di- 
rection Mrs. McBHlroy went. 

The mother felt outraged and seized the 
daughter and tore her from her husband's 
arms. She carried her to her house, and 
there the girl was detained, The young hus- 
band was wild with anger.

Easily the young man fell into the trap that 
had been set for him. 

As the couple left the locality of the 
house where the wife was detained, a cab 
and baggage wagon rattled up, It was 
arranged that while the husband was away 
the bride would be taken to the train and 
carried from the city. The plans had all 
been made and the mother and ‘daughter 
were to catch an outgoing train and leave 
the young man. But in this the mother was 
advised t desist, as friends thought she 
would pla@e herself liable to prosecution 
on the charge of kidnaping. She was told 
that she could be prosecuted, and for this 
reason the trip was abandoned. In the 
meantime the husband was tolled away to 
the house of a friend and was persuaded 
to wait until the morrow before any legal 
action was taken. He is greatly excited 
and says that he will take out habeas cor- 
pus proceedings and have the girl returned 
to him. 

Mrs. McElroy is determined that her 
daughter shall not live with Britt, and 
says that she will die rather than see her 
daughter the wife of the boy. 

It is very probable that legal proceed- 
ings will be begun this morning, when the 
young man will have his bride restored to 
him.

In a moment he real- 
ized that a burglar was in the room, and 
throwing out his arm he seized the invader 
by the hand. In the hand he felt a pis- 
tol. The doctor leaped to his feet, still re- 
taining his hold upon the arm that held the 
weapon.

Dr. Lambden called the name of his 
friend, who was sleeping soundly on the 
bed in the opposite corner of the room.

The Doctor Takes ‘Comfort’ for the 
Text of His Sermon. 


ALLUDES TO HIS RECENT AFFLICTION 


Trouble Makesthe World Dulland Heaven 
Seem Brighter to the Afflicted—An 
Eloquent Sermon. 


New York, August 18—Rev. Dr. Tal- 
mage could not have selected a more ap- 
propriate subject than the one of today, 
considering -the' bereavement that has 
come upen him and his household. He 
had already prepared his sermon for to- 
day, selecting as a topic, ‘“‘Comfort,’”’ and 
taking as his text: “And God shall wipe 
a@way all tears from their eyes’’—Revela- 
tions, vii, 17. 

Riding across a western prairie, wild 
flowers up to the hub of the carriage 
wheel, and while a long distance from any 
shelter, there came a sudden shower, and 
while the rain was falling in torrents, the 
Sun was shining as brightly as I ever saw 
it shine; and I thought, what a b2autiful 
Spectacle this is! So the tears of the 
Bible are not midnight storm, but rain 
on pansied prairies in God's sweet and 
goiden sunlight. You remember that bot- 
tle which David labeled as containing 
tears, and Marys tears, and Paul’s tears, 
and Christ’s tears, and the harvest of 
joy that is to spring from the sowing of 
tears. God mixes them, God rounds 
them. God shows them were to fall. 
God exhales them. A census is taken of 
them, and there is a record as to the 
moment when they are born, and as to the 
piace, of their grave. 

Teats of bad men are not kept. Alex- 
ander, in his sorrow, had the hair clipped 
from his horse and muies, and made a 
Sreat ado about his grief; but in all the 
vases of heaven there is not one of Alex- 
ander’s tears.

You cannot expect a Christopher 
Wren to mar his own St. Paul's cathe- 
dral, or a Michael Angelo to dash out 
his own ‘“‘Last Judgment,”’ or a Handel to 
discord his ‘Israel in Egypt.”’ 
and you cannot expect God to spoil the ar- 
chitecture and music of his own world, 
How, then, are we to be made willing to 
leave? Here is where trouble comes in. 

After a man has had a good deal of 
trouble, he says: ‘‘Well, I am ready to go. 
If there is a house somewhere whose roof 
doesn’t leak, I would like to live there. If 
there is an atmosphere somewhere that does 
not distress the lungs, I would like to 
breathe it. 

If there is a socie somewhere where 
there is no tittle-tattle, I would like to 
live there. If there is a heme circle some- 
where where I can find my lost friends, l 
would like to go there.”” He used to read the 
first part of the Bible chiefiy, now he reads 
the last part of the Bible chiefly, Why has 
he changed Genesis for Revelation? Ah!the 
used to be anxious chiefly to know how this 
world was made, and all about its geologi- 
cal construction. Now he is chiefly anxious 
to know how the next world was made, 
and how it looks, and who live there, and 
how they dress. He reads Revelation ten 
times now where he reads Genesis once. 
The old story, ‘‘In the beginning God cre- 
ated the heavens and the earth,’ does not 
thrill him half as much as the other story, 
“IT saw a new heaven and a new earth.” 
The old man’s hand trembles as he turns 
over this apocalyptic leaf, and he has to 
take out his handkerchief to wipe his spec- 
tacles. That book of Revelation is a pros- 
pectus now of the country into which ne is 
soon to immigrate; the country in which he 
has lots already laid out, and avenues 
opened, and mansions built. 

Yet there are people here to whom this 
world is brighter than heaven. Well, dear 
souls, I do not blame you. It is natural, 
But after awhile you will be ready to go. 
It was not until Job had been worn out with 
bereavements that he wanted to see God, 
It was not until the prodigal got tired of 
living among the hogs that he wanted to 
go to his father’s house. It is the minis- 
try of trouble to make this world worth less 
and heaven worth more, 

Again, it is the use of trouble to make us 
feel our dependence upon God. Men think 
that they can do anything until God shows 
them they can do nothing at all, We lay 
our great plans, and we like to execute 
them. It looks big. God comes and takes 
us down. As Prometheus was assaulted 
by his enemy, when the lance struck him 
it opened a great swelling that had threat- 
ened his death. and he got well. So it is the 
arrow of trouble that lets out great swell- 
ings of pride. We never feel our depend- 
ence upon God until we get trouble. 1 was 
riding with my little child along the road, 
and she asked if she might arive. I said, 
“Certainly.”” I handed over the reins to 
her, and I had to admire the glee witn 
which she drove, But after awhile we met 
a team and we had to turn out. The road 
Was narrow, and it was sheer down on both 
sides. She handed the reins over to me 
and said, “I think you had better take 
charge of the horse,’’ So we are ail chil- 
dren; and on this road of life we like to 
drive. It gives one such an appearance of 
superiority and power.’ It looks big. But 
after awhile we meet some ovstacle. and 
we have to turn out, and the road is narrow 
and it is sheer down on both sides; and then 
we are willing that God should take the 
reins and drive, Ah! my friends, we get 
upset so often because we do not hand over 
the reins soon enough. 

After a man has had trouble, prayer 1s 
with him a taking hold of the arm of God 
and erying out for help. I have heard earn- 
est prayers on two or three occasions 
that I remember. Once, on the Cincinnati 
express train, going at forty miles the hour 
the train jumped the track, and we were 
near a chasm eighty feet deep; and the 
men who, a few mihutes before, had been 
swearing and blaspheming God, began to 
pull and jerk at the bell rope, and got up 
on the backs of the seats, and cried out 
“Oh, God, save us!’ There was another 
time. about eight hundred miles out at sea. 
on a foundering steamer, after the last life- 
boat had been split finer than kindling 
wood, They prayed then. Why is it you su 
often hear people, in reciting the last ex- 
perience of some friend, say, ““‘He made 
the most beautiful prayer I ever Neard”’ 
What makes it beautiful? It is the earnest- 
ness of it. Oh! I tell you, a man is in 
earnest when his stripped and naked soul 
wades out in the soundless, shoreless, bot- 
tomless ocean of eternity. 

It is trouble, my friends, that makes us 
feel our dependence upon God. We do not 
know our own weakness or God's strengtn 
until the last plank breaks, It is contempti- 
ble in us when there is nothing else to 
take hold of, that we catch hold of God 
only. Why, you do net know who tne 
Lord is! He is not an autocrat seated far 
up in a palace, from which he emerges Olive 
a year, preceded py heralds swinging 
swords to clear the way, No. But a Fa- 
ther willing, at our call, to stand by us in 
every crisis and predicament of life. I 
tell you what some of you business men 
make me think of. A young man goes off 
from home to earn his fortune. He goes 
with his mother’s consent and benediction. 
She has large wealth, but he wants to 
make his own fortune. He goes far away, 
falls sick, get out of money. He sends 
for the hotel keeper where he is staying, 
asking for lenience. and the answer he 

ts is, “If you don’t pay up Saturday 
night you'll be removed to the hospital.” 
The yo man sends to a comrade in 
the dame building. No help. He writes 


to a banker who was a friend of his de- 
ceased father. No relief. He writes to 
an old schoolmate, but gets no help. Sat- 
urday night comes, and he is moved to 
the hospital. ‘ 

Getting there, he.is frenzied with grief; 
and he borrows a Sheet of paper and a 
,postage stamp, and he sits down, and he 
writes home, saving: ‘‘Dear mother, l 
am sick unto death. Come.’”’ It is ten min- 
utes of 10 o’clock when she gets the let- 
ter. At 10 o’clock the train starts. She is 
five minutes from. the depot. She gets 
there in time to have five minutes to spare. 
Bhe wonders why a train that ean go thir- 
ty miles an hour cannot go sixty miles 
an hour. She rushes into the hospital. 
Bhe says: “My son, what does all this 
mean? Why didn’t you send for me? You 
sent to everybody but me. You knew I 
could and would help you. Is this the re- 
ward I get for my kindness to you al- 
ways?’ She bundles him up, takes him 
home, and gets him well. very soon. Now, 
some of you treat God just as that young 
man treated his mother. Wihten you get 
fnto a financial perplexity, you will call 
on the. banker, you call on the broker, 
you call on your creditors, you call on 
your lawyer for legal counsel; you call upon 
everybody, and when you cannot get any 
help, then you go to God. You say: “O 
Lord, I come to thee. Help me now out of 
my perplexity.” And the Lord comes, 
though it is the eleventh hour. He says: 
“Why did vou not send for me before? 
As one whom his mother comforteth, so 
will I comfort you.” It is to throw us 
back upon God that we have this ministry 
of tears. 

Again, it is the use of trouble to capaci- 
tate us for the office of sympathy. The 
priests, under the old dispensation, were 
set apart by having water sprinkled upon 
their: hands, feet and head; and by the 
sprinkling of tears people are now set 
apart to the office of sympathy. When we 
are in prosperity we like to have a great 
many young people around us, and we 
laugh when they laugh, and we romp when 
they romp, and we sing when they sing; 
but when we have trouble we like plenty 
of. old folks around. Why? They know 
how to talk. Take an aged mother, sev- 
enty years of age, and she is almost om- 
nipotent in comfort. Why? She has been 
through it all.- At 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing she goes over to comfort a young 
mother who has just lost her babe. Grand- 
mother knows all about-that trouble. Fifty 
years ago she felt it. At 12 o’clock of that 
day she goes over to comfort a widowed 
soul. She knows all about that. She has been 
walking in that dark valley twenty years. 
At 4 o’clock in the afternoon some one 
knocks at the door, wanting bread. She 
knows all about that. Two or three times 
in her life she came to her last loaf. At 10 
o'clock that night she goes over to sit up 
with some one severely sick. She knows 
all about it. She knows all about fevers 
and pleurisies and broken bones. She has 
been doctoring all her iife, spreading plas- 
ters‘and pouring out bitter drops and shak- 
ing up hot pillows and contriving things 
to tempt a poor appetite.

WAS NOT TO BLAME. 


Justice Bloodworth Knew Nothing of 
Bagwelil’s Incarceration. 

There seems to have been a spirit among 
the police authorities to blame the jus- 
tices of the peace on account of the long 
imprisonment without trial of young Wes- 
ley Bagwell. In the case of Justice Blood- 
worth there is no room for Biame, as the 
case was not first brought in his court 
and was only called to his attention the 
day it was dismissed. 

Speaking of it Saturday the justice said: 

“It has been stated that Bagwell was 
in the station house on warrants from 
my court and that I was daily notified 
that he wanted atrial. This is incorrect. 

“TI think that Mr. John M. Smith had 
him arrested on a warrant from an an- 
other court. When the warrants from 
my court were sent to the station house 
I was informed that there was a warrant 
older than mine, upon which he would be 
tried first. I did not hear any more of 
it until last Thursday, when Mr. Bedford, 
of the police force, told me that Bagwell 
was waiting my order. I then stated 
to him what had been said about the 
other warrant. Bedford then told me 


had been dismissed. I instructed my 
constable to bring Bagwell out and no- 
tify the prosecutors. The constable came 
back and said that Bagwell was in such 
a nude condition that he could not bring 
him through the streets. Il again told 
him to get the prosecutors. One of them 
came in and told me that he was satisfied 
that Bagwell was insane and he wished 
to dismiss the warrant. Some hours af- 
terward the other prosecutor came. I 
told him what had been done, and he 
wanted me to dismiss his warrant. I did 
this without a cent of costs and notified 
the station housekeeper that both war- 
rants had been dismissed and to release 
Bagwell. 

“The first and only notice I ever had 
was from Bedford, on the 8th.”

A Young Canadian Dies from Habitnal 
Use of Morphine, 


SEIZED WITH TERRIBLE CONVULSION

He Was Taken in Charge by the Police 
fiand Seut to the Hospital Where 
He Died. 


os 


The life of a young Canadian named Ing- 
lish ended at the Grady hospifal under 
tragic circumstances at li o’clock last night. 

The young man died from the effects of 
the long continued use of morphine. His 
last hours were spent in terrible agony. 
Deprived of the drug to which his constitu- | 
tion had become accustomed, he suffered 
untold pain. He writhed and moaned in a 
manner distressing to see. 

The young man was not well known in 
Atlanta. He was practically a stranger in 
the city and was without money. He was 
seized with an attack yesterday afternoon 
and was taken in charge by~-the police. 
They carried him to the Grady hospital, 
where he was refused admittance at first. 

Lying on the stone pavement of the po- 
lice station and writhing in his wild delir- 
ium, the unfortunate Canadian spent yes- 
terday afternoon. Though a Canadian 
by birth, he has been in Florida 
several years. A few weeks ago he came 


*to Atlanta, and during his stay in the city 


has led a most Miserable existence. His 
deplorable condition 1s due to the excessive 
use of morphine,.and his appetite for the 
dangerous drug has brought him very near 
death’s door. His condition last night was 
very critical, and unless he receives the best 
medical attention it is probable that he 
will never recover from his shattered con- 
ditéon, 

In the reading room of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association he was taken sud- 
denly ill yesterday morning. He was seized 
with congestion, which was accompanied 
by partial paralysis. The attention of those 
who were present in the room was attracted 
to the man, and they at once realized that 
he was dangerously ill. He was rubbed 
with cold water and stimulants were ad- 
ministered in order to revive him. After a 
long while he regained consciousness, and 
by the help of some young men was able 
to walk from the building. When the Kim- 
ball house was reached he was again taken 
ill. The ambulance was called and the un- 
fertunate sufferer was taken to the Grady 
hospital. 

When the ambulance reached the hospital 
the physicians said that the man could 
mot be taken in. They stated that he was 
not a city patient and that they could not 
admit him. Though the party that acompa- 
nied the patient to the hospital begged 
that he be allowed to remain till assistance 
could be given him, he was turned away. 
The ambulance was then driven to the po- 
lice station, where the man was placed on 
the stone floor. All through the afterngon 
Inglish raved and moaned# He was wild, 
and the turnkey knew that nothing would 
relieve his sufferings. From his condition 


it was aparent that the man could not live | 


long unless he received medical attention. 
Dr. Harris was called in, and after exam- 
ination the doctor stated that Inglish was 
very near death’s door. The hospital was 
again called up, and when the condition of 
the man was stated he was refused admit- 
tance. . 7 

Later in the afternoon a Constitution 
representative called up Dr. Brewster, of 
the hospital, and asked if he would not 
take the man for the night, if he could not 
be cared for any longer. Dr. Brewster said 
over the ‘phone that it was against the 
laws of the haspital to take the patient, 
but that he would consent to do so. 

For the second time during the day 
the man was hauled to the hospital in the 
ambulance. This time he was taken in 
and given medical attention. He has been 
suffering from the effects of morphine for 
gome time and in a most critical condition. 
His sufferings while at the station house 
were terrible, and the condition of the man 
was pitiable in the extreme. He was a 
stranger in the city and had neither friends 
nor money. He had been here several 
weeks, and it is very probable that he will 
be ‘buried in the potters field. 

Dr. Harris, who examined the man, said 
he was in no condition to be allowed to 
lie on the floor and suffer for want of at- 
tention. If the hospital could not take him 
under the rules as they now stand, he 
thought that attention should be given the 
Status of affairs and that the evil that 
now exists should be remedied. 

“It is asad state of affairs to have a man 
lie out in the full view of the public and 
suffer. Surely, surely there should be a 
remedy.” 

The unfortunate man died at 11 oclock 
last night.

Belle Boyd, the Rebel Spy of the 
Shenandoah Valley, 


EXPECTS TO BE AT THE EXPOSITION 


Her Name Is Belle Boyd- Hammond High. 
She Resents the Oenial of 
Her Identity. 


Deep interest is felt among the old vet- 
erans in the coming to this city of Mrs. 
Belle Boyd-Hammond-High, better known 
as the rebel spy of the Shenandoah valley. 
She expects to visit Atlanta during the 
exposition. 

Many people entertain the idea that Helle 
Boyd, the original, died in 1869. In order 
to settle this question a lengthy interview 
has been obtained from Mrs. High and she 
resents the denial of her identity. 

Among the friends of Mrs. High who 
are ready to bear witness to the fect 
that she is the original Belle Boyd of 
Stonewall Jackson's brigade, are Senator 
Faulkner, of Virginia; W. P. Wood, ex- 
superintendent of the old capital prison, and 
Governor O’ Ferrall. 

The story given by Mrs. High is a 
Straight one and the fact that she is all 
she claims to be can be easily established, 

“I was naturally indignant,” she said 
in reply to*a question, “when I learned 
that certain insinuations that *Il was not 
the real Belle Boyd had been made down 
here Mm Georgia. It is the first time in 
my life that such charges were ever made 
against me. I[ have been lecturing in the 
north for the last ten years, have told 
my story throughout twenty-eight states 
and was never before charged with being 
a fake.’’ 

Ccntinuing, she said she had relatives 
and acquaintances at Knoxville and in 
every section of Virginia who would idea- 
tify her. In 1889 she made a tour of he 
Own state—Virginia—appearing under the 
auspices of different camps of confederato 
veterans, visiting and lecturing in all the 
towns and cities in the Shenandcah valley, 
viich, as every one knows, is the scene 
of her exploits during the war. 

From the year 1873 till 1880, 
Bcyd was Colonel John 8. 
wife, three women at different times, 
ing advantage of the fact that she was 
living in absolute retirement, endeavored 
to impersonate her. They met with little 
success, however, the personality of Belle 
Boyd being so well: known that in every 
community where they endeavored to op- 
erate they met with prompt exposure. Two 
of these women have met retributive 
tice, one of them, the notorious Belle 
Starr, having been assassinated in Indian 
territory in 1889. Kate Raymond-Howe, an- 
other, is serving 
necticut state prison for cheating and ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. The 
other has not been heard of recently. Since 
the time of Belle Boyd's marriage to Mr. 
Nat R. High, of Toledo, O., and her reap- 
pearance in public life, no one has ever 
dared to impersonate her, the bogus Belle 
Boyds having retired into innocuous desue- 
tude. 

Mrs. High is making a tour of the south 
and is lecturing in all the large cities of 
this section. Her well known devotion to 
the cause of the confederacy is a matter 
of history and for this she deserves to be 
honored along with Jackson and Lee.

Hammond's 


WITHOUT A JUDGE, 


The City Court Awaiting the Appointe- 
ment of a Presiding Officer. 


The city cvurt will soon be without a 
judge--that is, unless immediate provision 
is made for one. 

The term of Judge Westmoreland will 
expire August 25th and the action of the 
senate in not confirming Mr. John Berry, 
appointed last year by Governor Atkinson, 
will leave the court without a presiding 
officer. 

There is a good deal of speculation as to 
what will be the course of Governor Atkin- 
son in the matter of filling the vacancy in 
the interim. 

Every ore expects that Mr. Berry will be 
reappointed for the vacation term and will 
hold until this can be confirmed when 
the general assembly convenes. However, 
the matter of reappointment is entirely 
discretionary with the governor. It may 
be that he will delay the reappointment 
of Mr. Berry until the next session of the 
senate and order that Judge Westmoreland 
continue in oftice until his final appoint- 
inent can be confirmed. 

It was during the last session of the 
general assembly that Governor Atkinson 
named Mr. Berry for the place. There 
were a number of applicants and amon? 
the various candidates the feeling was 
warm. 

This feeling was carried into the senate 
chamber when the question of confirma- 
tion came up. It was known that there 
would de opposition among thcse who at 
tie time were not exactly in a friendly at- 
titide to the governor, as it was just af- 
ter th4 election and the prejudice of the 
campaign had not disappeared. It was not 
thought, however, that this opposition 
would take such an emphatic turn, and 
when, after the fight, it was announced 
that the body had failed to confirm tne ap- 


pointment there was great surprise. 

Since that time the governor has not 
acted in the matter and it remains in the 
same shape it was just after the failure 
to confirm. The city court is now in ses- 
sion and will be continwously for several 
weeks. In the meantime the change—if 
ipere will be a change of judges—will oc- 
cur. 

It is known that it is the intention of 
Governor Atkinson ts name Mr. John 
Berry again for the place, but whether 
this will be done just at this juncture has 
not been determined yet. Mr. Berry is a 
voung man of high legal ability and is ac- 
knowledged to be thorough in his practice. 
He has been a member of the Atlanta bar 
for some years and has made a splendid 
record. 

Should he be appointed for the vacation 
term he will go on the bench at once and 
preside as an appointee until the assern- 
bling of the senate in October, when the 
question of confirmation -will be again 
taken up. It may be, however, that Judge 
Wastmoreland will be appointed for the 
time intervening between the session of 
the assembly. 

Governor Atkinsor will decide as to what 
he will do one day this week.
